At the last meeting of the ccnoty 
comissioneta it was decided to redeem 
all the quit rent*, 
or ground rent*, 
now outstanding against various G et­ 
tysburg property 
owners and from 
which the county derives an annual in­ 
come of one dollar each. 
These quit rents are as old as 
the 
town itself, having been established in 
I HOO by Messrs. 
Dobbin and 
Moon. 
On the two hundred and one 60*f<ot 
lots laid out at that time a rental 
of 
one dollar per year WM imposed to lie 
paid to the county treasury, 
the pur­ 
chaser in 
every instance to pay this 
sum annually. 
A few of these rentals have been re­ 
leased, as for 
instance in the case of 
the federal building site, 
but by far 
the greater number are yet outstand­ 
ing. 
For some time (hay have been 
the soprce of much 
ancoyan 3 to the 
couoty commissioners through the sixty 
(oat lots being subdivided.One example 
exists on Baltimore strict where three 
feet are owred by one port) and fifty 
seven by another. The one man should 
pay five cents a year to the county and 
the other ninety Ave cents. 
The lack 
of proper apportionment is a aource’of 
constant annoyance and some of the 
rentals have not been po id since 
I ‘.Oh. 
The commissioners will now endea­ 
vor to buy these quit rent titles be­ 
tween September 
15 and Novemlier I 
at the rate of $20 per sixty foot lot and 
a proportionate rate for smaller lots, 
the purchaser to pay all rentals in ar­ 
rears and the cont of transfer. 
After 
November I the quit rents remaining 
outstanding will he diaper<1 of to the 
hest advantage of the county. 
The 
revenue to he derived 
will tie appro­ 
priated to the sinking fund to meet the 
bonded indebtedness of tie county and 
will go to redeem Ute bendies they fall 
due.

HAITI’S PRESIDENT 


Magazine Attached to Palace 
Blows U|k 


400

tion. 


P o rt Au Prince, Haiti, Aug. 9. — 
General Cincinnatus 
Leconte, presi­ 
dent of th e Republic of Haiti, perish­ 
ed, and 400 o ther persons were Utile I 
or wounded in an explosion and fire 
which destroyed the national palace. 
T he explosion occurred In the pow- 
de«\ magazine attached to th e ' palace 
and set the building afire. T he Haines 
spread to th e e n u re stru ctu re and the 
palace soon was In ruins. 
T he explosion, the cause of which 
has not yet been ascertained, occur­ 
red at 3.15 o ’clock in the morning, and 
the shock shattered th e palace. 
Fire 
followed quickly upon th e explosion, 
and the palace, which was a wooden 
structure, was consumed in half an 
hour. 
During the fire there were a 
great num ber of explosions of m uni­ 
tions of w ar which had been stored in 
the cellars below the palace. All the 
houses around the palace were greatly 
dam aged by the explosion, hut as the 
palace Itself was isolated, the firemen 
succeeded In their efforts to localize 
the fire. 
The m em bers of th e family of the 
president, all of whom w ere in the 
palace at the time, w ere saved, but 
President Leconte himself perished in 
th* flames. 
C onsternation 
reigns 
am ong 
th e 
populace, hut no disorders have oc­ 
curred. 
The m ilitary authorities are 
m aintaining order in the town. 
Both 
the cham ber and the senate have been 
called together In national assembly 
and probably will nom inate a succes­ 
sor to P resident Lacon t*. General Tan 
crede Auguste, who is a senator and 
was formerly m inister of public works, 
and S enator Imxemburg Cauvln, for­ 
merly m inister of the Interior, are 
candidates for the office. 


General Cincinnatus Leconte first 
gained international 
prom inence in 
Haitian affairs in 1908. 
As m inister 
of the Interior In the cabinet of Pres! 
dent Nord Alexis he was credited with 
having ten 
prom inent revolutionists 
sum m arily shot at Port Au Prince. 
The raefc were taken from their beds 
at daybreak, marched to a cem etery 
and executed 
On the downfall of the 
Nord Alexis regim e soon afterw ard 
L*conte was sent into exile by Presi­ 
dent Simon. 
Taking refuge in Jam aica, Leconte 
began intriguing for the downfall of 
Simon, and in January, 1911. started 
a revolt against him In North Haiti. It 
was short-lived, howover, and when 
Simon's troops defeated the insurgent* 
l<econte took refuge In the German 
consolate at Cape Haltlen and was 
sent from the island under the protec­ 
tion of the German consul. 
Nothing daunted, l*»coute renewed 
his efforts In May, 1911, and sibilated 
in leading the last revolt, w h k h re­ 
sulted in the overthrow of Simon. Le­ 
conte was a mulatto, about forty-two 
fears old. and a lawyer. 


A ccident, Bays H aitian M inister. 
Washington, Aug 9.—The 
Haitian 
m inister to W ashington, Solon Meno*, 
received confitniation from his govern­ 
ment of the n ew t dispatches telling of 
the palace explosion and the killing 
of the president. The explosion was ac­ 
cidental and resulted from a fire in the 
powder magazine, bis advices said.

Public Will Be Asked to Criticise 
Measure Providing Compensation to 
Those injured at Work. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 9. — The second 
draft of employers' liability law or 
workmen's compensation act to be in­ 
troduced In the legislature has just 
been issued. 
The industrial accidents 
comm I salon will bold public meetings 
In the city hail on Sept. 5 and ti, aud 
asks tor public criticism of its draft. 
The art prescribes the liability of 
an employer to make compensation for 
Injuries received by an employe in the 
course of his employm ent; it estab­ 
lishes an elective schedule of compen­ 
sation, and regulates the procedure for 
determ ining liability aud the resulting 
coui|»ensation. 
The act sets forth that In all cases 
the employer is resjsm sible for acci­ 
dents unless the employe can be shown 
J to have been wilfully negligent, and 
the burden of proof will rest on tile 
employer, the question to be derided 
before a jury. 
lf an employe is permitted to hire 
another employe, the latter will be 
considered under the benefits of the 
act just the same as if he had been 
hired by the employer 
direct. 
The 
question of wilful negligence will con­ 
sist of reckless indifference to dan­ 
ger. 
The fact that an employe might re­ 
ceive benefits from some organization 
of which he is a member will not bar 
him from the recovery of damages un­ 
der this art. I: is provided that wher- 
the employe meets death his family 
will benefit under the act. So, too, in 
any agreem ent outside of the act his 
family can be held by the employer to 
follow the terms of the agreement. 
Section 3 of article 2, says: 
“In every contract of hiring made 
after June 30, 1913, and In every con­ 
tract of hiring renewed or extended 
by mutual assent, expressed or im­ 
plied after said date, It shall be con­ 
clusively presumed 
that the parties 
have accepted the provisions of artic Ie 
two of this ac t, and have agreed to bs 
bound thereby." 
An exception ta provided whereby 
contracting 
parties 
may make an 
agreement in writing, and file a copy 
in the bureau of Industrial statistics 
at Harrisburg. 
Every contra# t of hir­ 
ing now in operation, whether it be 
in written, oral. or implied, and ever) 
one that will fie made on or before 
June 30, 1913. will be held under the 
provisions of this act, unless either 
party notifies the other that the con­ 
tract Is not to be beld, and file notice 
of the intention with the common­ 
wealth. 
The act will apply to minora as well 
as to adults State agents will not be 
allowed under the provisions of the 
ac t to notify state employes of the re 
Jectlon of any provisions of the act. 
Concerning the optional accep*an«e 
or rejection of the act s provisions by 
either employer or employe, sec tion B 
Bays that it can be done by the post 
ins of the Intention In writing in some 
conspicuous place, and by filing a copy 
with the bureau of Industrial statistics. 
Thus the employer may post a no­ 
tice and tell bis employe he refuses 
to be bound by the provisions of the 
act, and will not pay compensation. 
This leaves the courts open to the em­ 
ploye. On the cAhe rhand, the employe 
may refuse in a similar way, preferring 
to seek compensation through a civil 
suit. Where the provisions of article 2 
binds employer and his direct employe. 
it shalt not affect the interm ediary em 
plover and laborer, unless otherwise 
expressly agreed.

Headquarters of National Committee 
to Bo In Now York—Georgs W. Per* 
kina Chairman of Exscutiva Com­ 
mittee. 


Chicago, Aug. 9.—The national com 
mittee of the Progressive party at Its 
meting had not only an experience 
meeting, but a sort of love feast. 
Aa a result of these haphazard dis­ 
cussions Senator Dixon and all of bis 
friends on the national committee be­ 
lieved at least th at Roosevelt it to carry 
the following states: Kansas, Maine, 
Minnesota, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Now 
Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. 
The electoral vol* of these 
states in the next electoral college will 
be aa follows: Kansas. IO; Maine, 6; 
Minnesota, 12; Missouri, IS; Nebras­ 
ka, 8 ; New Jersey. 12; Ohio, 24; Penn­ 
sylvania, 38, and West Virginia, 8. To­ 
tal. 138. 
lnasmuxh as there will be 631 votes 
In the next electoral college, making 
266 necessary to a choice, the giving 
of 138 electoral votes in the states 
mentioned to Roosevelt would leave 
393 votes In the electoral college to 
be divided between Taft and Wilton. 
Of course, the Roosevelt people believe 
that be is to get a majority in the elec­ 
toral college. The best that could be 
figured out by real practical politicians 
in the Roosevelt camp was that the 
election 
would 
be thrown into the 
house of representatives. 
The Roosevelt people in the national 
committee recounted the suer esses of 
the Democrats over Taft to the cam 
paign of 1910 in Maine. New York, 
Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Maryland, 
West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Mlsrouri, 
Wyoming, Idaho and Oregon as indies 
five of the dissatisfaction with the 
Taft adm inistration. Then they began 
to figure on results should these states 
remain in the Demo<Tatlc column In 
which by the state elections of two 
yeara ago they were placed, and they 
deduced this result In the electoral 
college: Maine. 6; Connecticut, 7; New 
Jersey, 14; New York. 45; Maryland, 
6, West Virginia, 8; Ohio, 24; Indiana, 
5; Missouri, 18; North Dakota, 5; Wy 
oming, 3; Idaho, 4; Oregon, 5. A total 
of 200. 
There was a lengthy discussion in 
the national committee at its first sea 
aion as to who should be chairman of 
the executive committee of nine. This 
executive committee Is the all power­ 
ful one of the campaign 
George W 
Perkins, of New York. was present 
He had been mentioned for the poet. 
He said that be was utterly diffident, 
felt that a good many criticisms had 
been passed on btm, believed that a 
good many more would be fired at him 
by the Republicans and Democrats and 
he didn't desire to take a step which 
in any way would m ilitate against the 
success of the Progressive party. 
As a result of the discussion ovet 
Mr. Perkins the national committee 
unanimously elected him chairm an of 
the executive committee. Mr. Perkins 
In a few pleasant words acknowledged 
the compliment. It was then decided 
that the headquarters of the execu­ 
tive committee should be In New York 
city and that the national committee 
will aleo assemble there, but it is very 
probable that there will be a branch 
in W ashington; also, that the cam­ 
paign will be divided into four divi­ 
sions over which vice chairmen will 
preside, the Pacific const states, the 
central states, the gulf states and the 
Atlantic states. 
Colonel Roosevelt left for New York 
last evening He will rest at bls Oy­ 
ster Bay bom* until the beginning of 
the campaign, when he will tour all 
of the western states and will make 
speeches for the new
